The subject of a new county 
health department for the City of 
Enterprise surfaced once again: at

At Monday’s meeting in Enter- 
prise, Commissioner Sid Averett, a 
longtime supporter of a new depart- 
ment, passed out detailed reports 
about the building under considera- 
tion, which included a physical 
layout of the building and estimated 
purchase price. 

Averett told the commissioners 
that the property was available 
immediately and had been appraised 
for approximately $250,000. He 
stated by purchasing the building 
the county could save a minimum of 
$500,000 over the cost of a new 
building and recommended the 
commission make an offer of 
$240,000 for the building, which is 
now empty. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
disagreed with the proposal and said 
in an interview with the Clipper after 
the meeting stated, ‘‘I challenge the

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Sheriff Paul stated his depari- 
ment began their search for Parks 
and his wife after Lee was taken toa 
Troy hospital for treatment of head 
wounds and told authorities what 
had occurred. Parks’ home was 
searched on Monday and Sheriff 
Paul stated he felt Parks was hiding. 
his wife in the woods near the house 
during the search. 

Paul reported that he believed 
Parks hid in a wooded area in Pike 
County on Sunday night and Monday 
morning and moved his wife 
constantly during the next three 
days.

Replacement of bridges stirs 


emotions at commission 


The replacement of wooden 
bridges on dirt roads in the county 
was a major source of discussion at 
the meeting of the Coffee County 
Commission on Monday, Oct. 26, as 
the commission accepted bids on 
approximately $30,000 in bridge 
materials and made new plans to 
replace four bridges in the county. 

Items purchased to construct new 
bridges included steel piling, a ton of 
60-penny nails, treated timber, pre- 
cast panels and crushed stone and 
the county engineer stated the 
bridges to be replaced would be ona 
need basis and in the order 
previously agreed upon by the 
commission. 

Commissioner Sid Averett 
reported that since the original 
priority list agreed upon had been 
posted, a new need had arisen and 
told the commission that the bridge 
on the Bird Mill Road in New 
Brockton was in dangerous condition 
and needed immediate replacement. 

Averett stated the bridge was on 
an important route for many 
residents and made it impossible for 
school buses and mail carriers to 
travel from one end of the road to the 
other, 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
voiced immediate opposition to the 
proposed change in plans and 
declared that the previous county 
engineer had inspected the bridges 
in the county and listed three bridges 
in District 1 as the worst in the 
county and added that the current 
engineer also listed the three bridges 
as those in need of replacing first. 

“Roads have been closed 
because of the closing of the bridges 
and I feel that if a road has been 
closed due to the condition of a 
bridge that road has to be on top of 
the priority list,’’ stated Bryan, ‘I’ve 
gone along with changes before and 
allowed these bridges to be delayed; 
however, this latest change is 
nothing but politics and I don’t think 
it’s right." 

County Engineer Mark Pool 
admitted that the bridge on Bird Mill 
Road was dangerous, but told the 
commission he had not included the 
bridge on his list of bridges to be 
replaced because the bridge was 
within the city limits of New 
Brockton and a recent attorney 
general’s opinion had stated clearly 
that counties could not legally do 
work within city limits. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk told 
Pool that ‘*You and the attorney 
general don’t make the rules in 
Coffee County’’ and backed 
Averett’s motion that the 
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commission replace one bridge in 
District 1 and then move down to 
Bird Mill Road to replace the bridge 
in question before returning to 
District 1 to replace the remaining 
two bridges. 

The motion passed by a vote of 
4-2, with Averett, Faulk, Damascus 
Crittenden and Billy Eagerton voting 
in favor of the motion, while Jimmy 
Bryan voted against the motion. 
Robert Stephens abstained, saying 
he owned land on the road and felt 
he shouldn’t vote, while Eugene 
Bradley was absent at the time of the 
vote, 

Monday’s bi-monthly meeting 
began at 9 a.m., and after the 
routine approval of minutes, spent 
almost two hours opening bids on 
humerous items ranging from patrol 
cars for the sheriff's department toa 
lowboy trailer for the highway 
department. 

Successful bidders included Ed 
Sherling Ford, with a bid of $23,350 
for two patrol cars; Windham 
Lumber Co., with a bid of $638 for 
one ton of 60-penny nails; Treated 
Timber Products, with a bid of 
$14,978.22 for timber to build 
bridges; Joe Money, with a bid of 
$21,982 for an asphalt distributor 
(inculding a trade-in of a_paint- 
Striper); McGehee, with a bid of 
$19,800 for a heated asphalt tank; 
Clark Trailers, with a bid of $17,796 
for the purchase of a lowboy trailer; 
Heath Oil Co., with a bid of $5,064 
for 5,000 gallons of diesel fuel and 
3,000 gallons of unleaded fuel, and 
Montgomery Ag-Spray, with a bid of 
$13,470 for a herbicide unit, 

Other bids opened were on 
crushed stone, with the contract 
being split between Vulcan 
Materials and Southeast Materials 
and pre-cast panels, with the 
contract being delayed until the next 
meeting. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
told the commission that after 
careful study he had determined the 
county was at fault for an accident 
and recommended the payment of a 
claim filed by one of the owners 
involved. Rowe explained that a car 
topped a hill and was forced to 
swerve to miss county § road 
machinery in the road, causing the 
car to collide with another vehicle. 

There was reported to be no

If we are supposed to forgive and 
forget, how can we really forget 
wrongs done to us? 


There is no doubt that if we are to be pleasing to God, we must 
forgive. As Jesus gave the model prayer to the disciples, he told them 
to pray, ‘‘forgive us our debts, as we forgive our debtors.’’ He then 
commented, ‘‘For if ye forgive men their trespasses, your heavenly 
Father will also forgive you: but if you forgive not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father forgive your trespasses’’ (Matt, 6:12, 14-15). 
We cannot expect God to forgive us, unless we are willing to forgive 
others, But do we have to forgive and forget? 

While the term, ‘forgive and forget’’ is not found in scripture, the 
principle of forgiving and forgetting is certainly there, because this is 
Speaking of the coming Christian age, the 
prophet Jeremiah gave the Lord’s promise, ‘‘I will forgive their 
iniquity, and I will remember their sin no more’’ (Jer, 31:34), David 
described God's forgiveness of sin: 
west, so far hath he removed our transgressions from us’’ (Psalm 
103:12). God forgives the penitent sinner completely, and absolutely, 
“remembering his sin no more,’’ But is ‘‘remember no more’’ the 
same as ‘‘to forget absolutely’’? What it means is not that God cannot 
have any knowledge of forgiven sins, but that He has willed to no 
longer call to mind, or recall those sins, Where those sins are recorded 
in the great book of the works of men (Rey, 20:12), God has written 


If we are to “forgive and forget’? as God does, then we will 
determine that we will no longer bring to mind those wrongs that we 
have forgiven, The nineteenth century preacher Henry Ward Beecher 
said that, tosay, ‘I can forgive, but | can't forget,’’ is really to say, ‘I 
Painful memories of what others have done to us 
often linger, because of the consequences of sin, But when a painful 
memory of a forgiven wrong surfaces in one's mind, if he has really 
‘forgiven and forgotten,"’ he will not allow himself to bring it to mind, 
It is very easy to carry a grudge, or wallow in self-pity, rather than 
forgiving and forgetting, but we cannot do this and be pleasing to God, 

Many have discovered that a good ‘‘forgettery’’ may be as valuable 
as agood memory. Forgiving as God wants us tois an act of the will, It 
But time heals many injuries when they have been 
forgiven and forgotten as God wants them to be, One of the greatest

Nine Weeks Exams 


Reinstaied At ZC

After discussing the ‘‘pros and 
cons’’ for several months, the faculty 
and administration decided to 
reinstate nine weeks and semester 
exams at Zion Chapel High School. 

A trend of lower American 
College Testing (ACT) scores was 
noticeable over the last few years. It 
was feared that this trend might 
have been caused by the kinds of 
testijng requirements that Zion 
Chapel had. 

An opinion that emerged from 
faculty discussion was that it was 
easy to memorize the information for 
a chapter test overnight and also that 
this kind of learning was quickly 
forgotten. 

School attendance was another 
area discussed. 

After discussing the exam issue 
at several meetings, the faculty and 
administration decided to follow 
these guidelines: 

A nine-weeks exam will be given 
at the end of the first and third 
quarters. This test should include all 
the material covered during the 
quarter; 

A semester exam will be given at 
the end of the second (midterm) and 
fourth (final) quarters. A semester 
exam should include all the material 
covered that semester; 

A nine-weeks exam cannot count 
more than 20 percent (1/5) of the 
nine-weeks average. A semester 
exam cannot count more than 20 
percent (1/5) of the semester 
average; 

There will be no exemptions for 
the nine-weeks test given at the end 


tion for the semester exam given at 
the end of the second and fourth 
quarters in either of the following 
two instances: 

(1) An average of 83 and perfect 
attendance, or 

(2) an average of 93 and no more 
than the allowable excused absences 
during the semester. 

There was a favorable response 
from several members of the faculty 
who said they were able to detect an 
enhanced amount of studying and an 
improvement in attendance in some 
areas.

ignition source. Flimsy materials and 
outfits with big, baggy sleeves or 
billowing skirts should be avoided to 
minimize the risk of contact with 
candles or other sources of ignition. 

“Costume colors should be light 
and bright enough to be clearly 
visible to motorists. For greater 
visibility in dusk or darkness, cos- 
tumes should be decorated or 
trimmed with reflective tape which 
will ‘‘glow’’ in the beam of a car’s 
headlights. Bags or sacks should also 
be light colored and decorated with 
reflective tape. Reflective tape is 
usually available , in hardware, 
bicycyle, and sporting goods stores. 
Children should also carry flash- 
lights to see--and be seen--more 
easily. 

*Hats should be tied securely to 
prevent them from slipping over 
chidren’s eyes. 

*Apply a natural mask of cos- 
metics rather than have a child wear 
a loose fitting mask which might 
restrict breathing or obscure vision. 
If a mask is used, make sure 
eyeholes are large enough to allow 
full vision and make sure the mask 
fits securely, 

“If swords, knives or similar 
accessories are carried, they should 
be soft flexible material. 

*Smaller children should always 
be accompanied by an older respon- 
sible child or an adult, All children 
should use the sidewalk rather than 
walk in the street and they should 
walk not run from house to house. 
Children should be cautioned against 
running out between parked cars and 
across yards and lawns where orna- 
ments, furniture or clotheslines pre- 
sent danger, 

*Children should only go to home 
where residents have outside lights 
on as a sign of welcome. Children 
should not enter homes or apart- 
ments unless they are accompanied 
by an adult. 

*Those receiving trick-or-treaters 
should remove anything that could 
be an obstacle from steps, lawns and 
porches. Candlelit jack-o’-lanterns 
should be kept away from landings 
and doorsteps where costumes could 
brush against the flame. Indoor 
jack-o'-lanterns should be kept away 
from curtains, decorations, or other 
furnishings that could be ignited. 

*Parents should encourage home 
parties and celebrations in place of 
trick-or-treating.

Lamar Stewart of the Chestnut 
Grove Community enjoyed a 
vacation to England and Scotland 
Sept. 15 through Oct. 9. 

His tour began at Salisbury in 
Southwest England, to Salisbury 
Cathedral, Winchester Cathedral, 
Winchester School (one of the oldest 
public schools in England), old 
Sarum, Stonehenge and _ the 
Wiltshire countryside. 

In Scotland he attended the 
annual gathering of the Stewart 
Society of Scotland, which met in 
medieval Laigh Hall which forms a 
part of the historic Parliament House 
whose parliament last met in 1707. 

Sunday he attended worship 
Service at the St. Giles Cathedral and 
visited with members of the Stewart 
Society, Other points of interest 
included Glasgow, Paisly Abbey, 
Dundonald, Stirling and Doun 
Castles; Falkland Palace, rides 
through the central and west central 
highlands, including a boat ride on 
Loch Lomond, 

Back in England the trip included 
a visit to Bedford where he attended 
the wedding of the son of Rev. 
Protherow, pastor of John Bunyan 
Church, At this point Stewart visited 
withold acquaintances he met in 
1958. He was stationed near here 
with the U.S. Air Force 1958-1961. 

As well as visiting with Rev. 
Protherow, Stewart also met with 
Mr. Claude Circuit, church clerk, 
and learned that 1988 will be the 
tercentennial commemoration of 
John Bunyan’s death. 

At Oxford Stewart conferred with 
officials at the Bodlein Library about 
old Bible manuscripts and early 
editions of the Bible. He visited 
historic landmarks in London, 
including Bunhill Field, burial place 
of John Bunyan, along with Dr. Isaac 
Watts, Susanna Wesley and other 
non-conformists to the established 
Church of England in the 1600's. 

Stewart visited the British 
Museum, Canterbury, where 
Christianity was established in 
England in 598 AD as the king was 
converted and allowed Augustine to 
set up a Christian community and 
church, 

Hastings and Battle Abbey 
where the battle with the Normans 
took place in 1066, was on the 
agenda, as well as Arundel Castle, 
owned by the Duke of Norfolk who is 
in charge of royal ceremonial 
occasions,
